The Luxemburg Question. 

Never did Count Bramarcx speak in a 
more frank manner than when he told 
JuLEs Favre, who offered to neutralize the | 
French fortresses on the Rhine, that neu- 
trality now-a-days was a mere sham, and 
that such a declaration of neutrality would 
not be worth afig. He was right; forhow | 
can a Government that pays so little atten- 
tion to treaties as Prussia expect any better 
treatment from its neighbors than it ac- 
cords to them? The total disregard of all 
treaty obligations has become so charac- 
teristic of Brsmancn’s statesmanship that 
wedo not wonder at his demand for the 
entire surrender ot the menacing fortresses 
as the only meastire the Prussian Govern- 
ment could rely on. As a_ case 
in point we need not refer to: 
the shameful manner in which | 
, the Prussian Government failed to fulfill | 
the solimn obligations it entered upon at | 
the treaty of Pragué with Austria in 1866, | 
to res.ore the northern part of Schleswig | 
to Denmark, for this subject has been dis- | 
cusred already too often. But a more re- 
cent case calls our attention to this point, a | 
case which is as yet only in embryo, but | 
which threatens to assume the greatest im- * 
portance. Werefer to the Luxemburg | 
question. 

‘Lhe Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, be- | 
fore the destruction of the old Germanic | 
Coviederation by Prussia in 1866, tormed | 
a part of that venerable but teeble body, | 
and its chief city, Luxemburg, one of the 
strongest fortresses in Europe, was one of 
the federal fortresses,and garrisoned by 
Prussian troops. The King of Hol- 
land was also Grand Duke of Lux- 
emburg. After the Germanic Confederation 
had come to an end, the Prussian ‘authori- 
tics manifested but little intention to 
evacuate the fortress, although they clearly 
bad no longer any right to occupy it, as 
they had only garrisoned it as federal sol- 
dicrs. The King of Holland, foreseeing 
that he would have trouble in this regard 
with his powerful neighbor, sold it to the 
Grand Duchy in the beginning of the year 
1867, secretly to the Emperor of France. 
But, when this contract was published, 
Prussia, although she really had no busi- 
ness whatever to interfere, protested 
against the sale, and then already a war 
be:ween France and Prussia seemed immi- 
nent. But the threatening war-cloud was 
dissipated by a conterence of European 
powers, which fipally effected a compro- 
mise on the 1ith of May, 1867. Luxem- 
burg was declared an independent and 
neutral State, under the sovereignty ot the 
| King of Holland; its fortress was to be 
, evacuated by the Prussians and dismantled. 
All the powers attending the conterence, 
namely: England, Austria, France, Prus. 
sin, Russia, Italy, Belgium, livliand and 
Luxemburg, agreed to these conditions, and 
signed a treaty to this eifect, in which the 
eight first pamed powers guaranteed the 
neutrality otf Luxemburg.
